CURING AND EXPORT 
FIGURES 


There has been a steady increase in the 
number of pigs bought for curing by Irish 
bacon curers, and also in the number of 


pigs exported. from Irish ports during the 


corresponding period in the t two years. 

Pigs bou ht alive, for curing in the Free 
State, totalled 520,904, as compared with 
264,375 in 1933; while pigs bought dead for 
curing in the Free State increased from 8,454 
to 25,761 for the 20-week period. ‘ 

The number of live pigs exported from 
Free State s this year totalled 37,434, 
against 34,508 in 1933. 

In Northern Ireland. the number of live 
pigs bought for curing for the first twenty 
weeks of: this year was 3,820, as against ;

Mr. M. J. Connolly, K.C. (instructed by 
the Chief State Solicitor), said, in openin 
the case, that Mr. O’Connor did not get £3 
a week nor his promised position of a direc- 
tor. Al; he received was £2 6s. for attend- 
ing for four days at the office of the accused 
man, who left and did not return or refund 
the money. 

Mr. J. T. Keegan, the Royal Bank of 
Ireland, said that in November, 19335, the 
credit balance of the defendant was 4s, 8d. 
The accused man at the same time had a 
personal account, and in December, 1935, this 
was overdrawn to the amount of 2s. 9d 

Mr. John O'Connor, who gave an address 
at Merrion row, Dublin, and stated he had 
come from Kilmallock, County Limerick, de- 
sed to having seen an advertisement in the 
rish Independent, and in response to it he 
called at an office in Wicklow street, as he 
was looking for employment in Dublin. He 
paid £25 and was told to call back. 

Upon returning next morning he saw the 
accused man, who asked him to complete the 
£100. He did so and got a receipt. He paid 
the £100 to secure a position which was to 
carry £3 10s. a week, with 5 per cent, com- 
mission, and at the end of a year he might 
be taken into partnershir or given back 75 
per cent. of his deposit.

A TWO-FOLD DUTY 


Mr. Dockrell submitted that the Board of 
Health did owe a duty to Owen Denneny, 
and that they were liable to Owen Denneny 
by reason, he said, of their failure to 
exercise due care in the hospital. He sub- 
mitted that the Board of Health had been 
guilty of a breach of their duty in exposing 
a person suffering from an infectious disease 
in a way that would be an injury to the 
public, of whom the plaintiff was one, and 
that that duty was two-fold: it was a 
statutory duty and a duty at common law 

Mr. Justice Hanna, having learned that the 
arguments on the submissions in law would 
occupy a considerable portion of the day, 
suggested that the jury should be allowed to 
go until this morning, rather than be kept 
in their room.

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BULB HISTORY 


“The first bulbous plants," he writes, 
‘“‘came from Asia, where they grew wild, to 
Western Europe in the latter part of the 
sixteenth century, and soon became 
popular garden plants with thé aristocracy 
of _ Flanders, Holland and England, 
especially the tulips. The predilection. for 
this flower may easily be explained by its 


propert to ‘“‘break’’ its colour, the 
originally self-coloured flower obtained from 
seed suddenly becoming striped and 


feathered, and so remaining when the bulb 
is planted again. The stripes and feathers 
are hardly ever absolutely the same “self” 
flower. Each distinct tulip was, therefore, 
carefully cultivated and watched by its 
possessor’ as a unique treasure; a tulip collec- 
tion was:-not only a fashion, but soon (1612) 
became a passion. Twenty years later the 
man in the street had become a speculator 
in tulip bulbs that did not exist at all; and 
many were ruined. In the years” 1634-1637 
houses ‘and lands, diamonds dnd pearls, cows 
and horses, and carriages were exchanged 
for a single tulip bulb. The population of 
several towns in Holland took part in this 
craze, which was stopped by ‘the Government 
in 1657. Since that period tulips (and other 
bulbs) have. always been grown in Haarlem 
and its environs.’’ 

Only one or two varieties of the craze 
period are still in existence. Thousands of 
varieties have since. been raised, grown 
during many years, to disappear at the end. 
For three centuries these tulips were called 
after some famous beauty, celebrated states- 
man, or mythological hero. At present there 
are still nearly 2,000 named varieties in 
cultivation. . Their names occupy a booklet 
of 80 pages, published by the Royal Horti- 
cultural Society of London,

In cold or Jate stimmers the development 
of the young bulbs is secured by the use ot 
artificial heat. ‘The parent bulbs are placed 
in a heated storehouse and the results obtained 
are most satisfactory, provided good care is 
taken to ensure the proper temperature, as 
some varieties can bear less heat than others. 
By this treatment the young bulbs develop 
more rapidly, and the shoots do not appear 
above the ground too early in spring. meé- 
times not only the parerit bulbs are heated, 
but when the other hyacinth bulbs have, 
owing to the inclement weather, not fully 
ripened, they also are placed in the heated 
storehouse and left there for a fortnight, In 
this way the ripening is accelerated, and 
bulbs treated in this fashion can be made to 
flower in the following winter, |

Walking, through, hyacinth-land, and stop- 
ping to admire the delicately tinted clusters 
of bells, one is struck by the fact that in some 
flowers the number of petals are, as it were, 
double. The effect. of these ‘‘ double” 
varieties is perhaps not as pleasing as that 
of the single ones, but one’s enjoyment of the 
beauties all around is so great, that it is some- 
thing of a shock to find men at work stripping 
the slender stalks of their wealth of blossoms 
even before the flowers seem faded. The 
welfare of the bulb is, however, the chief 
object, and this is attained by the speedy 
removal of the flowers. Sometimes even the 
‘most careful treatment cannot, prevent the 
bulbs being attacked by some disease. In 
ordet to obviate the peril of its spreading, the 
fields are regularly visited by men bearing 
huge umbrellas, which they hold up so as to 
shade the beds from the spring sunshine, for 
only in the shade can the diseased bulbs be 
discovered. This is seen by the state of the 
leaves and then the bulb is pulled out by 
means of an iron hook and destroyed. 

When the bulbs are taken out of the 
ground ‘and dried they are all inspected and 
a piece cut off at the neck of the bulb under 
the root crown. It is then possible to judge 
whether the bulbs are healthy or discased.

THE FIRST CROCUS 


The snowdrops flower even earlier, and 
then the yellow winter anconites peep out of 
their pretty ruff-like foliage, to followed 
by the dazzling blue chionodoxas, well-named 
the glory of the snow. In March the first 
crocus buds open; against the soft browns and 
pale greys of the landscape the brilliant 
squares of violet or of golden flowers stand 
out. with something of Eastern splendour. We 
have already extolled the loveliness of the 
narcissi, the hyacinths and the tulips, and 
when these have faded comes the delightful 
iris, the poor man's orchid. A new strain 
has been grown, called the Dutch iris, flower- 
ing ,earlier. than the Spanish varieties, and 
this will gradually replace the latter. The 
so-called English iris has noble flowers of 
beautiful form and colour, and is universally 
admired. Then appear the anemones, and a 
field of these dainty flowers looks as if a 
swarm of butterflies has settled down to rest 
on the slender green stalks. The -old- 
fashioned ranunculus has a prim tidiness that 
is rather attractive; the neat round heads 
seem dipped in some brilliant enamel, so 
bright are their colours. 


ANOTHER BULB 


Another bulb with a decided original charm 
of its own is the snake’s-head fritillary, with 
its drooping, urn-shaped flowers tessellated 
with purple. Bold Peonies and delicate Ixias,

“A MOST DELICATE 


TOWNE - 
A visit to bulb-land would be slightly dis- 


appointing 1f some part of the da 
devoted to the sights of its capital, Haarlem, 
John Evelyn calls Haarlem “a most delicate 
towne,’’ and adds: ‘‘It hath one of the finest 
churches of the Gothic design I had seen.” 
He alludes to the wonderful organ which is 
one of the chief glories of Haarlem. 

The Cathedral is surrounded by picturesque 
buildings; some of the public offices on the 
Market Square are among the most fascinating 
specimens of Dutch Renaissance architecture. 

e Meat Market, though often criticised as 
lacking in delicacy and restraint, has some- 
thing of the playfulness and quaint invention 
that were the heritage of médisval times. 
The ‘Town Hall is interesting through its 
historical associations. It was, in the Middle 
Ages, the palace of the Counts of Holland; 
one of these rulers, Count Floris Y., be- 
ueathed the left wing of the building to the 

minican Brotherhood, and it became a 
monastery. In 1556 the monks allowed «part 
of their dwelling to be used as a Town Halil, 
and in 1581 the cloister was demolished and 
the monastery secularised. During the last 
two centuries the Town Hall was frequently 
altered, although not always in the best of 
taste; of late years much has been done to 
restore the original appearance of the build- 
ing, and one of the towers pulléd down in 
the last century has been once more erected. 

The collection of pictures preserved in the 
Town Hall was transferred in 1913 to the 
former almshouse, a delightful Renaissance 
house, with a charming courtyard and quaint 
gate-house, Here one can admire those ' pic- 
tures of Frans Hals that reveal him as a 
master of portrait-painters, “ beggaring one’s 
store of adjectives, and making all other

The Teyler’s Science Museum is well worth 
a visit. From this central point a little 
street, called Damstraat, leads towards the 
winding banks of the broad Spaarne, on which 
Haarlem is built. A delightful walk by the 
river allows of many a glimpse of that life 
on the water that is such an essential feature 
of Holland, and briags one to the picturesque 
weigh-house, built, like the Meat Market, by 
the famous architect Lieven de Key. A little 
beyond, on the other side of the river, reached 
by the Spaarnwouder Straat with a charming 
row of tiny old houses, is the Amsterdamsche 
Poort, the last of the old city gates. The 
Bisschoppelijk Museum contains interesting 
collections of mediwval. art, church orna- 
ments, illuminated manuscripts, missals, etc, 

Haarlem is known for the great number of 
its charitable foundations. These “‘hofjes’’ 
or almshouses date from the seventeenth and

OUAINT CEREMONIES 

CALICO, CERI, CANDLES 
AND THE PALIO 


AY has many festivals which will give 
great interest to visitors to Italy. 
On the first Sunday in May there is 

the ‘‘Calcio’’ at Florence, a game of foot- 

ball played in sixteen century costumes to 
commemorate an heroic episode in 1530 when 
the Florentine nobility defiantly played 

“Calcio” under the fire. of the Imperial 

troops, who were besieging the city. 

A procession of knights, valets, standard- 
bearers und trumpeters. leaves the cloisters. of 
Santa Maria Novella and goes through the 
main streets of the town to the Piazza della 
Signoria, where the game is played between 
two teams: which represent the districts north 
and south of the River Arno. The rules of 
the “ Calcio’ resemble both Association and 
Rugby, so the effect of the scrambling scene, 
in the stately. background of the famous 
piazza, can well be imagined. This festival 
is repeated on June 24, and on both occa- 
sions there is in the evening music and danc- 
ing and a banquet for 500 people. 


AN UPHILL RACE 


On May 15 the festival of the ““Ceri ” 
is held at Gubbio, a pretty Umbrian town 
easily reached by motor coach from Perugia. 
This custom is believed to date from 1151, 
when Gubbio barred the way to an army 
fram thirteen towns which united’ themselves 
against. her. 

The ‘‘ Ceri” are three very heavy standards 
formed of octagonal prisms terminating in a 
pyramid with a mast about twenty feet long 
running through them. On the Gay of the 
festival the “Ceri,” having been taken out 
of church, are carried on the shoulders. of 
men werring white trousers, a yellow, blne or 
black shirt, red caps and scarlet shoes, 
and a strange race takes place up the 
sides of the mountain as far as the 
sanctuary of Sant Ubaldo. The teams 
in the race represent: the masons, the 
tradespeople and the peasants,’ and the 
procession is. headed’ by a trumpeter.on horse- 
back accompanied by two standard-bearers. 
It is all very picturesque and colourful. | 
On Ascension Day, which this year falls on 
May 30, there is the Festival of Crickets at 
Florence—a rustic celebration of the return 
of sunny days. The crickets are bought in 
little cages. and most of the events take plate 
at the Cascine, the general meeting-place. 
There is a brilliant procession ‘with. flower- 
decked vehicles; dances are held, and singing 
and orchestral competitions ; people eat, drink 
and make merry, the favourite wine being 
brimming bumpers of Chianti. 


PILGRIMAGE OF BOATS 


There is also an interesting festival at Bari, 
the capital of Apulia, on the Adriatic Sea, on 
May 7 and May 8, when the removal of the 
body of St. Nicholas from Myra to Bari is 
commemorated. 

A statue of the saint is placed on an altar 
which is supported on two boats, and these 
are rowed slowly to the beach of Filoscene, 
where there is a pilgrimage of boats from the 
quay of Porto Vecchio to the floating altar 
which is brilliantly illuminated at night, when 
it is taken back to Bari amid great rejoicings. 
These are some of the principal festivals 
of May, but there are numerous others, in- 
cluding the Palio of Asti on the 19th and 
the match of the cross-bowmen at Gubbio on 
the 18th*of the month. 

Other approaching events in Italy are those 
associated with Whitsuntide, June 9. At 
Postumia there is dancing in the famous 
grottoes which are brightly illuminated; at 
Orvieto, an art centre in Umbria, the festival 
of the dove attracts a great deal of ‘interest ; 
at Naples there is a pilgrimage to the 
sanctuary of Monte Vergine followed by gay 
revels in the best Neapolitan style, and at 
Rome on Whit Monday there is similar noisy 
fun on the festival of the Divino Amore.

Clau ‘Bird Shooting 


Clay pigeon shooting is now in full 
swing, and the Dublin Gun Club events at 
the Phoenix Park racecourse are producing 
remarkable results. Chief among these is 
the consistent shooting of Major Lane. 
On Sunday week Major Lane took four of 
the six events. On the Wednesday of 
Jubilee Week Mr.. Harry Peard beat all 
the crack “shots ” at the White City in 
Londen when he competed at the Clay 
Pigeon Shooting -.Association’s Jubilee 
Tournament. It appears that Mr. Peard 
has a style of his own, and, armed with 
this extraordinary technique, he played 
havoc with the élay pigeons provided at 
the White City. This week the Free State 
team will proceed to the North, where the 
inter-shoot takes place. It will be cap- 
tained by Dr. P. T. Keogh, and will in- 
clude Mr. Peard, who is now regarded in 
the light of an Irish ace at this form of 
sport. Clay pigeon shooting does not, of 
course, provide the thrill inseparable 
from real pigeon shooting as seen at Le 
Touquet. But then we cannot shoot live 
pene in these parts as they do in 
‘Trance, because the law forbids it on the 
ground of cruelty. In real live pigeon 
shooting the danger alwavs exists of a bird 
being shot outside the cirele laid down in 
the rules, in which case the pigeon may be 
left wounded in a lonely area. Clay bird 
shooting, then, even if a tamer sport, in- 
eludes no element of cruelty. The birds, 
which are really only targets of clay, do 
not even resemble the real thing in shape, 
for they are modelled like a saucer.

The general usefulness of birds in keep- 
ing the innumerable insect pests ol 
summer in check 1s apparent to anybody 
who sits in his garden even for a brief 
svell. In the grass, doubtless, will be a 
squad of starlings which, with incessant 
chatter, quarter every inch of the ground, 
An odd robin may be seen pouncing down 
now and then and returning to its coign 
of vantage with a caterpillar or some such 
grub squirming in its beak.

—for mild attacks of dysentery. The brain 
of a hen as a very effective 
unguent, and her mate, if ‘“‘ very old and 
wearied until he falls down,” éan be 
boiled into a certain cure of colic. 

Baldness might not have been so rife 
had our ancestors taken K’eogh’s advice 
and applied the correet mixture of mule’s 
hoof, bear’s grease, and pepper; and any 
hoof powder remaining should have been 
saved as a powerful cure for hemorrhage. 
All the prezcriptions—which “inelude our 
old friend, the spider—are amusing. Some 
are not proper for polite reading, but I 
can with safety recommend one—calves’ 
foot jelly.

FIRST OF THE KIND IN 
IRELAND 


The Minister for Finance has been asked 
by the Irish Association for the Blind to grant 
the concession which would enable the 
Association to import free of duty afi 
electrically-driven talking book machine and 
records for the special ‘use of the blind. 

There has been some delay in the shipment, 
but the machine is expected to arrive during 
the next fortnight. ' ! 

As this will be the first talking book 
machine in Ireland it is confidently hoped it 
will be a very valuable asset to the dabilian. 
and should prove an inestimable boon not only 
to the blind themselves, but to those who, for 
various reasons, are unable to read for them- 
selves. 

Already there are nearly 2,000 of these 
machines in use in the United States, Canada, 
South Africa and Australia. ; 

The Irish Association for the Blind has been 
invited by the American Foundation for the 
Blind to co-operate with the Foundation in 
the establishment of a talking. book library in 
Ireland. 

There is a bill before the American Congress 
to allocate about £15,000 per annum téwards 
the establishment of talking book libraries. 
The bill has already been passed by the House 
of Representatives. 

Commenting on the possibilities of the 
talking book machine, Mr. J. P. Neary, secre- 
tary of the Irish Association for the Blind, 
said that he wanted to make it clear that 
this new device is not a gramophone or a 
radio set, and, although it has been specially 
designed for the blind, it will be a real 
blessing to those who suffer from any form of 
eye-strain.

TO THE RMITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—In Mr, Allberry's useful and timely 
letter published in yesterday's Jrish Times a 
reference is made to modern architecture as 
being a “break with tradition.” Your cor- 
respondent uses the word ‘‘tradition’’ in 
this connection in the usually accepted rense, 
and I expect he does so purposely, because it 
is the sense most easily understood. ' 

I am afraid, however, that this is rather 


_misleading, and I submit that it would be 


more correct to say that the modern school 
of architects are not breaking with tradition 
in the real sense, but with the Victorian or 
nineteenth century theory of architectural 
Aesign, which consisted in “reviving” and 
adapting -classical and medieval and other 
wornout styles to modern methods of build.

Mr. J. DILLON (U.I., Donegal) said that 
the principles under the bill should command 
the bun of everyone, but im that matter 
Of oobuditions of ‘labour, hypocrisy was 
especially loathsome.

There was nothing in the other 
bills that would affect the proses measure, 
which was complete in itself. The néed for 
having particular bills arose, from. purely 
legal considerations. The preáent bill would 
affect State employés in so dar ag they were 
engaged in industrial work.

THE ANNUAL HOLIDAY 

Regarding the suggestion that the six-day 
holiday should be inyreased to twelve, he 
pointed out that they were only beginning, 
and that this would mean holidays for the 
first time in many industries. In the case of 
some industries this would mean a. fairly 
substantial additional charge, and they could 
not. go forward in that direction until they 
were satisfied what the consequences would be. 
The holidays provided for were six consecu- 
tive days, exclusive of Sundays or bank 
holidays.

Dr. E. J. Gwynn, who presided, in intro- 
ducing the lecturer, mentioned that his visit 
was made possible as the result, of a benefi- 
cent institution, one of the compensa- 
tions of the Great War, existing in Belgium, 
which was wisely using its funds for the arratig- 
ing of réciproce! visits between distinguished 
men connected with the Been universities 
and those from other countries, including 
our Own. | 

Vicomte Terlinden, in the course of his 
lecture, said that the connection between 
Ireland and Belgium went. back into the dim 
be ás far as history could penetfate, There 

ad been many points of contact, and ‘even 
of affinity, between the two countries. 

If they permitted themselves. to follow. cer- 
tain writers along the always dangerous 
grounds of the pre-historic, they would read 
of a Belgian tribe of ‘the name of Firbolgs, 
who, by joining themselves to the primitive 
race of the Fomorians,. would have played 


the Irish people. 

But the earliest civilised inhabitants of 
Ireland belonged to the Seottish-Celts of the 
great race, of which the Belgian branch 
ormed the rear-guard and the Irish the van- 
guard towards the West. 

The chief Anostle of Belgium. wis very 
dependent on 8t. Columba and. the Irish 
monks for his teaching. And already, before 
the Carolingiati renaissance, Trish scribes had 
introduced their national script, beautiful and 
regular, . contrasting. singularly “with. the 
shocking scrawl of the Merovingian period, 

Among the treasures of the church of. 
Maeseyck is a masterpiece inspired ‘by the 
Irish influence—the magnificent Bible of the 
eigb hh century, written in Irish. characters, 
and enriched by illyminations that recalled 
those of the Book of Kells. 


A CONSULATE: AT BRUGES: " 


Until the second half of the sixteenth cen- 
tury very active commercial relations existed 
between oan atid the Western parts of 
Ingland, such. as Sligo, Galway, Limerick, 
Cork, and, above all, with Waterford—‘‘ the 
port of the sun,” as it was called. 

Tt was ae to note that what to-da 
they should call the consulate oí the Irish 
nation was established at Bruges as early 
as even years before that of the 
English—and it remained there antil 1590. 
After the decay of Bruges, Antwerp became 
the great centre for Irish trade in Belgium, 

In 1288 the Flemish merchants deposited 
300 marks of fine gold to guarantee their 
transactions in Dublin, Ib was the cloth and 
woollen trade that was which was of foremost 
importance At this heriód” “Fróm 1265, at 
Bruges,, Antwerp, .and..all .the. fairs. in 
Brabant, the. hish meschanis sold great 
quantities of excellent serge, coarse, cheap 
cloth and large €eloaks with hoods. 

Trade in linen and flax was also greatly 
developed during the fifteenth and sixteenth 
Leather was also much imported 
from Ireland, and from the twelfth century 
there came to. Bruges manufactured articles, 
richly adorned, such as belts, baldricks, 
thongs for spurs, bridles, gloves and footwear 
of all kinds, as well as enormous cargoes. of 
skins and undressed leather. 

After the sixteenth century various events 
brought about. the decline, and finally the 
entire cessation of trade between Ireland and } 
Belgium. ou 

In conclusion, the lecturer expressed the 
hope that their. two countries, whose affinity 
in the past he had shown, would in the 
future tighten the bonds more closely, which 
was the condition. necessary to a fruitful 
co-operation between them. 

Dr. Gwynn thanked the lecturer for his 
interesting paper, and hoped that his remain- 
ing discourses, to-day and to-morrow, would 
be equally well attended;

SHAKESPEARE AT THE 
GAIETY 


“ HAMLET” 


There was much of merit in the per- 
formance at the Gaiety Theatre last night of 
“Hamlet'” by the Bensonian Company. 
Again there was a commendable continuity 
and directness of production which kept the 
thread of the play moving with a pulsating 
quick action, coupled with accuracy and 
clarity of speech that. made the lines a joy 
to hear. 

Dennis Barry gave a very appealing and 
fascinating ‘study of Hamlet. His very 
physical. slightness seemed to lend greater 
force to his reading of the character, He 
appeared to his audience, not as a bold 
heroie figure, but as the young and princely 
novice, full of. enthusiasm and quick 
sensibility, but with a fatal gift of intro. 
spection, which rendered him incapable of, 
action. We saw heré the moralising Hamlet, 
who must probe°and-examineinto his own 
feelings. At other times, when he was most 
bound to aet, he presented the picture of the 
puzzled, indecisive Hamlet, dallying with his 
purpose until the Octasion is lost. How 
sensible he was of his weakness was shown 
in his speech, *‘ How all occasions do inform 
against me And spur my ‘dull revenge !’’ 
and goes on to twit himself with cowardice; 
but, sellin thus, still does nothing. His 
famous soliloquy on life, and later his advice 
to the players, and’ his moralising on Yorick’s 
skull, were all beautifully spoken. 

Doreen Richards played the part of Ophelia 


with rare delicacy, especially in the tonching 


John Lancaster looked a regal figure as 
Claudius, King of Denmark, and carried the 
difficult part well. but his voice might have 
shown a deeper resonance, Gertrude Gilbert 
also brought understanding to. the part of 
the Queen. That there is good even in the 
most criminal was well appreciated by 
Shakespeare, and it is mot, out of place to 
find this Queen throwing flowers on the grave 
of Ophelia, whilst. her mother’s heart pours 
out the beautiful apostrophe: ‘‘ Sweets to the | 
sweet, farewell, . . 1 thonght the bride- 
bed to have deck’d, sweet maid, and not 
have strew’n thy grave.” 

Edward Dunstan painted Polonious as a 
garrulous and rather comic old man, but also 
showed that he had a father’s heart. 
Frederick Fanto» played the part of Horatio 
with quiet confidence, and Donald Layne- 
Smith gave us a good study as the bot, quick- 
tempered Laertes. :

Mr, P. O’MAILLE resumed’ the debate on 
the motion by Senator, Blythe, to the. effect 
that the Executive Council be requésted to 
set up a Commission to consider ‘and report 
on the further steps which might be taken, 
through the medium of broadcasting, talking 
pictures, and printed publications, to supple- 
ment and make more effective the work for 
the Irish language at present being done in 
the schools. . 

Speaking in Irish, he said that it was the 
duty of every Irishman to help to revive the 
Irish language, and he tommendéd Senator 
Blythe's qengtiuend enthusiasm inbringing 
the subject. before «the House, and, throu 
the House, making an. appeal to the whole 
peor to ptomote the study of the Irish 
anguage, and to help to bring it back to 
what. it was centuries ago—a cultured tongue, 
spoken: by the entire population. -. 

Mr. M, COMYN said that the speech they 
had just ‘heard was real Irish, a cultured 
tongue that had survived for generations, and 
one that was well worthy. of being preserved. 
The language, he regretted’ to say, had been 
losing ground rapidly for the last forty er 
fifty years, notwithstanding the money. that 
was being speht on its revival It ‘suffered 
from fanatical support on one side and from 
fanatical hostility on, the other, 


* UNFRIENDLY AND 


APATHETIC ” 


Mr. P. BAXTER welcomed the motion, 
which, he said, should be aceépted with 
unanimity by that Assembly. It, was encourag- 
ing to hear the support which it received 
in that House during the discussion of the 
motion by the last outpost of . British, Im 
péerialism. The speeches showed they were 
very much united in supporting the Irish 
Janguage by their attitude towards the mo- 
tion of Mr. Blythe. . Something should be 
done to show that the Trish’ nation was 
separate and distinct from’ other peoples by 
giving titem a national outlook in literature 
and economics. 

The Irish language, he declared, was in real 
danger to-day, and there was an urgent need 
for a commission tó Consider? its present posi- 
tion. Outside the schools, the attitude al tes 
people towards the danguage was unfriendly 
and apathetic. Some had no use for it, and 
there were. others who were killing it with 
kindness. e contended that Irish should 
now be spoken by a great majority of the 
people in Ireland, despite the action of an 
extreme and intolerable section of the inhabi- 
tants of the country. 

It was necessary, he concluded, for the lrish 
language to be revived in order to have it 
survive, and he hoped to see it restored 
through the instrumentality of the commis- 
sion which was called for by the motion. 

Colonel MOORE said that he did not agree 
that nothing outside the schools was being 
done for the Irish langnage. He believed 
that the language wotild have made a big 
advance’ in another twenty vears; and it 
should be remembered that it took 700 years 
to establish the English language. 


EFFECT OF THE CINEMA 


Mr. BOYLE. said, that. no matter how 
effective the work in the schools might be, or 
how efficient the teachers were, so long as the 
boys and girls, after. they left. the schools, 
went into a wholly English-speaking atmos- 
phere the work of revival of the language 
would be nullified. Jt the school-leaving age 
were increased by one year, it would do 
much for the cultivation and preservation of 
the lauguage,» He suggested that, in addition 
to other things contained in the motion, they 
should ask that the Commissioners might in- 
quire into the effect of the cinema on Irish 
culture. i 
Mr, D. HEALY said that the Jife'of a 
language was the speaking ‘of it. He was 
surprised to hear Senator Comyn say that 
the Irish language was losing ground for the 
past forty or fifty years. He maintained that 
the language was making progress, and that 
it would do so without, the agency of the 
cinema. 

Mr. HEALY. said that it. was a desperate 
statement for a public man to say that the 
language had been dying for the last twenty 
years. It was his intention to move that the 
motion be postponed for six months, 

The CHAIRMAN ruled out of order Mr. 
Healy's amendment to. postpone the motion 
for six months. 

Mr. HEALY, contitiuing, said that it was 
satisfactory to see that the new Director of 
Broadcasting was not. neglectful of the 
interests of the public in the use of the Irish 
language. by giving it a place in the pro-

£7,000 ON BROADCASTING 


Mr. BLYTHE said that Colonel Moore had 
gone: nearer to the hearteof the matter. before 
the House than had Mr. Healy. A very 
great part of the work hitherto was propa- 
ganda, and now they were coming to the 
real difficulty of the problem of restoring 
and preserving the national language. What 
was done heretofore was a stepping stone to 
do more. He was not a belieyer in giving 
broadcast lessons in Irish, but he did believe 
in giving songs and plays in Insh te people 
who knew the Irish ary ee e, : 

In the promotion of Irish by broadcasting 
he thought that the Director would require 
£7,000 in getting satisfactory pro-

rammes. That would not be any great 
burden on the Exchequer, because the income 


from broadcasting was rising, and would rise 
still more rapidly if they had Irish pro- 
grammes. Any evasion of the payment of 
the duty. for the use of the broadcast was 
due to the absence of value to the people 
in present conditions. What was required 
was good songs in the programmes that 
would appeal to the people. 

He also advocated the issue of a weekly 
publication with general news for the spread 
of the language. 

He believed the cost of what he was advo-

If. they. were to brighten the teaching of 
Irish a the schools, the children should hear 
more than the voice of one single teacher. If 
a child were to learn Irish properly, he must 
hear many. different methods of expression 
and a varied vocabulary. There was no use 
in carrying gut.the school programme at the 
present time, unless 1t was supplemented in 
this, or some other way. The whole work of 
the schools was bound te gó to waste unless 
something big was done to provide the reading

Yesterday six persons—four men and 
two women—were. ejected from the public 
gallery of Dáil Kireann, where they had 
cteated so much disturbance as to sus- 
pend for a time the business of the House. 
Interruptions of this kind have become in- 
creasingly frequent of late, and reflect 
little credit on the perpetrators. It is all 
very well to point out that similar dis- 
plays of bad manners are quite usual in 
the French Chamber of Deputies, common 
enough in the Congress of the United 
States, and by no means unfamiliar to 
the British Lower House. With those 
legislatures we have no concern: the fact 
that their dignity can be outraged by 
irresponsible interrupters forms no excuse 
for similar conduct iu Ireland. It must 
be admitted, moreover, that the Free 
State's deputies themselves set a poor ex- 


| ample in the matter of manners. When, 


as so often happens, members are ex- 
pelled from the House for persistent in- 
terruption, vulgar abuse, or unseemly dis- . 
:egard of parliamentary conventions, who 
can wonder that the public has less 
respect than is fitting for Dáil Eireann’s 
dignity? Neither consideration, however, 
excuses yesterday’s happenings, or any 
previous or future extravagances of the 
kind. The JDidil’s conduct may not 
improve its ‘prestige in the eyes of the 
citizens, but by virtue of its very existence 
it is entitled to respect.. As a democratic 
body, it admits visitors to its public 
gallery. Tí the privilege is abused, it may 
be taken away, and the government of the 
Free State to that extent will hecome less 
‘“democratic.’’ The conduct of yesterday's 
interruptors, indeed, was grossly contrary 
to the spirit of democracy. Whatever 
Government may be in power has been 
placed there at the will of the people, and 
the presumption is that it only remains 
there so long as the people wills. To 
attack the Government from the public 
gallery implies that the principles of 
democracy are unsound, that the Opposi- 
tion is incapable of stating the anti- 
Government case on behalf of its consti- 
tuencies, and that the deputies are not 
the true spokesmen of the people. All of 
these charges may be true; but who has a 
right to assume them as true? If inter- 
ruptions of this kind continue, and become 
more frequent, the only possible conclu- 
sion will be that the machinery of 
democracy in Suorstdt Kireann has broken 
down, and that the people is dissatisfied 
with the idea of ‘representative govern- 
nent. We hate to think that such may 
be the case, and prefer the view that these 
regrettably frequent interruptions are the 
work of irresponsible people who wish to 
find themselves briefly in the limelight—

Lunacy in Ireland 


lunacy in Ireland has, been raised, and: 
we fear that the. Local Government 
Inspector’s recent report on the Cork 
Mental Hospital reveals a condition of 
affairs that is to be found in every part 
of the Free State. “ For years,” Dr. D. 

L. Kelly stated, ‘‘ there has been serious 
congestion in all departments, and the 
position has now become very serious.” 
Since his last inspection, he added, 508 
patients had been admitted, as against 411 
who had either died or been discharged, 
and the net increase every year is about 
forty: There now are over 2,000 inmates, 
and overcrowding has become so bad that 
the authorities in Cork have been com- 
pelled to make plans for new buildings. 
What is the real reason for this alarming 
and steady growth of lunacy? Most Irish- 
men lead healthy, open-air lives ; they are 
not exposed to the nervous strain of the 
great cities, and, as for worries, their 
easy-going nature is proverbial. Yet 
mental cases are quite as common in the 
villages as in the towns, and all over the 
country the lunatic asylums are full to 
overflowing. Assuming that lunacy main- 
tains a fairly steady ratio to the total 
population, the recent increases might be 
explained by the stoppage of emigration ; 
but it must be remembered that the over- 
crowding of the asylums is no new feature 
—it has been noticeable for years past. It 
will be aggravated, no doubt, by the 
growth of the population, and perhaps 
also, as one of the Cork speakers pointed 
out, by the greater stress and anxiety of 
the present times. The main cause, how- 
ever, must lie deeper. It may have 
something to do with the great amount of 
inter-marriage in the country districts, or 
with a dozen other factors of Irish life 
which at present are unsuspected. Nobody 
seems to know very much about it, and the 
problem is becoming so serious that a 
grant is even more badly needed for a 
really thorough investigation than for the 
building of new asylums.
